Every youngster of high 
school age, thane days, baa 
beard about VD — venereal 
disease. How many of them 
really know how to recognize 
it is another matter. Letters 
from teenagers, and older, 
prove it. So many have 
"heard about It” So many 
still do not know. 

In the male, a pus dis¬ 
charge. plus a burning sensa¬ 
tion with urination, is toe 
usual sign toat g ono r r l ie a has 
developed. 

These signs appear to to 
per cent of boys and men who 
gat the disease. They should 


have treatment at once. If 
net. they may struggle with 
toe symptoms for several 
months, then have the infec¬ 
tion subside into a chronic 
case. They can still spread 
the disease; and feqn toetr 
own standpeant toe chronic 
infection can lead to sterility, 
prostate trouble, kidney 
trouble, bone Infection, 
disease of toe joints, and 
several other stubborn snd 
unpleasant consequences 
Symptoms first develop 
anywhere from three to 10 or 
more days after exposure. 
When a boy or young man 
krows hs has been exposed, 
and these signs appear at any

Cabinet Secrets Go Astray 


npHE CANADIAN PEOPLE will be officially ln- 
X formed of the content* of the Gerald LeDain 
commission report and recommendations on the 
non-medical use of narcotics before the House of 
Commona goea Into summer recess on June 26. 
These Is no longer any point in delay. Time 
Magazine, possibly with "a pipeline” Into John 
Carr Munro’a health and welfare department, has 
published the highlights. 

Recommended are lighter sentences for the 
possession of marijuana, suspended sentences for 
first offenders, and reduced penalties for 
trafficking. 

The magazine Is so sure of its facts that it goes 
into cftrect quotes to say the penalty for a first 
conviction will be a one-year suspended sentence, 
with a maximum fine of $100 for second offenders, 
if the recommendations are accepted. 

Criminal records for drug offences would be 
destroyed after two yeAr*. The **srtrw” who gets a 
conviction for drunkenness has a permanent record 
of Ms crimes, it should be remembered. Thus the 
use of narcotics would become, in the eyes of the 
law, something less serious than excessive 
drinking. 

But the matter for discussion here is not the 

LeDain report’s text but the extraordinary fact 
that it found its way to an American magazine 
while it was still a confidential document. 

It is doubly disturbing for the fact that the 
same magazine in its issue of June 8 disclosed that 
Health Minister Munro was proposing to the 
cabinet some of the toughest and-smoking controls 
of any country in the world. And this before 
anyone had whispered the terms of his proposals 
within hearing of Canadian press gallery members. 

“If Munro gets his way," said Time, “Ottawa 


“1) ban all tobacco advertising ... 2) Impose 
controls on tar and nicotine content ... 3) 
prohibit the industry's widespread use of pro¬ 
motional campaign and giveaways.” 

Questions in the Commons will undoubtedly 
spur an inquiry into bow these leaks occur. There 
are scores of possible sources, of course, from the 
minister and his colleagues in cabinet, through the 
■ix members of the LeDain commission (in the 
case of the narcotics report) and down to 
stanographera and secretaries In the health and 
welfare department. 

No greet harm has been done, perhaps, but It 
is not reassuring to realize that such security risks 
exist in Ottawa. 

It may be recalled that the prime minister 
warned when he first took office that he would not 
tolerate disclosures of cabinet business by any 
minister — something that was at one time a 
commonplace in the capital. He went so far as to 
say that such offences would be punishable by 
dismissal. 

Mr. Trudeau’s laws are a whole lot tougher 
than that recommended for the users and pushers 
in the marijuana circle. 

It is well known that there is no unanimity in 
cabinet with respect to the proposed “soft” 
drugs. Mr. Munro has some backing, but men like 
Minister of Justice John Turner and Solicitor 
General George McHraith are believed to oppose 
him. i 

No doubt they are aware of the effect of so- 
called reforms which will open the door to wider 
use of narcotics and invite the influx of 
undesirables to Canada and the Inevitable — make 
no mistake about it — growth of the underworld 
organization for the supply of narcotics of every 
description, and sH that that implies.

Power and Pollution 


shortage facing the United States, says a 
Congressional Quarterly article printed in The 
Chrikian Science Monitor, “much Bke the shortage 
of clean land, air, and water, suddenly has become 
not a problem but a crisis.” 

Blackouts and periods of restricted power use, 
according to the article, exist In virtually every 
part of the country. Twice as much power will 
have to be produced by 1980 to meet the demand 
of the growing population for electricity. But the 
rising save-the-environment tide is said to have 
prevented the building of new power plants to keep 
pace with the demand, with virtually every type of 
generating plant under attack for pollution of one 
kind or another. 

“If Americans are to have all the electricity 
they need, more power plants must be built But, if 
the country is to maintain a decent environment, 
conservationists say pollution from power plants 
must be stopped. So far, industry and the 
conservationists have found themselves to be 
incompatible, with moat politicians ... stranded 
somewhere in the middle." 

So far, the Impression has been that Premier 
Bennett has been stranded on the industrial or 
development side of the middle. But his latest 
action indicates he is by no means hard aground. 


P REMIER BENNETT put It mildly when he said, 
'To have great development and a clean en¬ 
vironment, too, is tough.” Tme survey of provincial 
power needs and resources over the next 15 years 
which he has instructed the B.G Energy Board to 
undertake should provide foundations for good 
planning during that period. But it will not 
eliminate, and possibly will not alleviate, the 
growing dilemma over priorities. 

As the premier puts it, “... our environmental 
controls are getting tougher and tougher all the 
time. We intend to keep the good life. But the basis 
of the good life must be an expanding economy,” 

A case in point is the $150,000,000 nuclear 
power station which, earlier this year, B.C. Hydro 
indicated would be built in the next five years, 
probably near Duncan. This plan, according to 
Mr. Bennett, is now dormant, because of the 
possible “great drawbacks” of nuclear generation 
of power. But if Vancouver Island is to have the 
additional electrical energy It requires for further 
development as the revenue-basis of “the good 
life,” there Is no source nor distribution system 
that will not detract in some measure from the 
goodness of life on the island. 

This is a microcosmic view of a problem that 
now afflicts much of North America. The power

“In ad dition. sufficient 
nursing staff is not available 
to provide more intensive 
care and further staff cut¬ 
backs will only compound the 
problem of patient care.”
